Thirty-three-year  old 
Dennis  Clayton  was  walk¬ 
ing  home  with  two  friends 
in  Roundthorn  Road, 
Oldham,  just  after  mid¬ 
night  on  Wednesday  21st 
June  when  two  car  loads  of 
young  Asians  screeched  to 
a  halt  beside  them. 

While  his  friends  managed 
to  escape,  Mr.  Clayton  was 
savagely  beaten  with  baseball 
bats  and  slashed  with  a  knife. 

He  lost  several  teeth  and  suf¬ 
fered  severe  bruising  to  his 
body,  as  well  as  a  slash 
through  tendons  to  the  bone 
on  his  wrist. 

Had  this  blow  caught  the  un¬ 
derside  of  his  wrist  it  would 
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probably  have  severed  an  artery 
and  could  easily  have  resulted  in 
Mr.  Clayton’s  death. 

Det  Con  Carrie-Ann  Crabtree, 
who  is  dealing  with  the  police 
inquiry  into  the  attack,  stated: 
“This  was  a  severe,  vicious,  un¬ 
provoked  attack  on  a  defenceless 
man.”  Descriptions  have  been 
given  of  several  of  the  anti-white 
racist  thugs,  all  of  whom  are  de¬ 
scribed  as  being  in  their  mid¬ 
twenties 

In  recent  months  the  national 
media  have  given  enormous  cov¬ 
erage  to  alleged  racial  attacks  by 
whites,  particularly  two  incidents 


where  young  black  or  mixed- 
race  men  were  supposedly 
sprayed  with  petrol  and  set  alight, 
and  the  assault  on  Chris  Cotter, 
the  one-time  boyfriend  of  black 
athlete  Aysha  Hanson. 

Yet  every  single  one  of  these 
much  publicised  ‘racist  incidents’ 
later  turned  out  to  be  a  hoax. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some 
racist  attacks  on  non-whites  are 
genuine,  and  the  British  National 
Party  condemns  them  without 
reservation.  We  believe  that  one 
of  the  worst  results  of  the  failed 
multiracial  experiment  is  the 
growth  of  racial  hatred  which 
leads  to  innocent  people  being  at¬ 
tacked  simply  for  having  the 
wrong  colour  skin. 

But  we  also  condemn  the  way 
in  which  the  national  media,  the 
politicians  and  politically  correct 
police  chiefs  constantly  present 
‘racism’  as  being  something  that

THIS  WAS  the  headline  in 
the  Sunderland  Echo  on  June 
2nd.  Already  angered  by  vari¬ 
ous  problems  caused  by  asy¬ 
lum  seekers,  readers  were 
shocked  to  learn  that  twenty 
homeless  local  people  were 
to  be  evicted  so  that  the  pri¬ 
vately  owned  hostel  in 
Tatham  Street  could  be  con¬ 
verted  to  house  ‘  refugees  \ 

Local  government  officials  admit 
that  hundreds  of  asylum  seekers 
have  already  moved  into  Sunder¬ 
land,  but  say  that  empty  council 
houses  in  three  estates  -  Penny  well, 
Ford  and  Houghton  -  are  going  to 
be  used  for  some  800  more  in  the 
coming  months. 

Among  those  made  homeless  with 
just  one  week’s  notice  were  pen¬ 
sioners,  single  mums  and  vulnerable 
people  with  learning  difficulties. 
‘Care  in  the  Community’  has  been 
replaced  with  a  policy  of  “dump 
them  in  the  streets”  as  overpaid  do- 
gooders  and  greedy  landlords  alike 
join  the  rush  for  the  asylum  seeker

HEADLINES  saying  that  the 
Labour  government  intends  to 
expel  57,000  illegal  immi¬ 
grants  a  year  lessened  the 
pressure  on  Home  Secretary 
Jack  Straw  early  in  June. 

What  the  media  did  not  reveal 
is  that  the  plans,  announced  by 
Immigration  Service  Director  Ian 
Boon  to  a  blaze  of  publicity,  had 
not  been  agreed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  When  challenged  the  Home 
Office  backtracked  saying  that 
Treasury  approval  had  to  be  ob¬ 
tained  for  the  plans.  During  a 
stormy  meeting  in  Bedfordshire, 
at  which  local  people  objected  to 
a  new  detention  centre  which  will 
be  opened  at  Thurleigh,  Boon  an¬ 
nounced  what  was  merely  a  civil 
service  proposal  unapproved  by 
ministers. 

In  accordance  with  Labour’s 
usual  duplicitous  tactics  intended 


to  mislead  voters,  what  appears 
to  have  happened  is  that  spin  doc¬ 
tor  engineered  headlines  were 
sought  for  yet  another  bogus  ‘im¬ 
migration  crackdown’  intended  to 
mislead  angry  voters  into  think¬ 
ing  that  immigration  is  seriously 
being  tackled.  In  the  small  print, 
the  real  story  is  that  no  serious 
action  has  been  agreed.

IF  YOU  READ  the  New  York 
Times  last  week,  you  may  well 
know  all  about  the  ethnic  tensions 
that  mar  the  Pacific  paradise  of 
Fiji,  where  the  native  islanders  are 
locked  in  a  bitter  and  somewhat 
violent  conflict  with  Indians  and 
other  foreign  newcomers  to  the 
country. 

All  most  interesting,  no  doubt, 
and  well  worth  the  front-page  at¬ 
tention  the  Times  awarded  the 
story.  But  what  you  probably 
don’t  know  about  from  reading 
the  Times  is  that  halfway  around 
the  world,  a  somewhat  more  im¬ 
portant  ethnic  conflict  is  also 
about  to  explode  -  namely,  the 
economic  expropriation  of  and 
possible  outright  genocide 
against  the  white  farmers  of  Zim¬ 
babwe  by  its  demagogic  black 
leader  and  his  followers. 

For  the  last  several  months,  the 
American  press  has  kept  this 
story  well  in  its  back  pages,  and 
even  now  barely  bothers  to  re¬ 
port  on  it  at  all. 

The  most  recent  twist  in  the 
story  is  that  Zimbabwean  Prime 
Minister,  Robert  Mugabe,  who 
for  months  has  been  encourag¬ 
ing  mobs  of  black  marauders  to 
seize  white-owned  farms  in  his 
country,  has  now  formally  an¬ 
nounced  the  outright  seizure  of 
804  white-owned  farms  amount¬ 


ing  to  some  5.2  million  acres  of 
land.  Mugabe  offers  no  compen¬ 
sation  to  the  farmers,  and  banks 
owed  debts  by  them  will  now  lose 
some  $300  million  because  of  the 
seizures.  The  mobs  that  have  been 
attacking  and  seizing  white  land  for 
the  last  few  months  (at  least  five 


farmers  have  been  murdered)  are  led 
by  a  character  known  as  Chenjerai 
Hunzvi,  who  has  chosen  to  dub 
himself  “Hitler”  Hunzvi. 

He  has  met  with  the  maximum 
leader  himself  and  has  yet  to  be 
bridled.  Last  week,  good  ol’  “Hit¬ 


ler”  announced  that  the  land  about 
to  be  grabbed  would  be  divvied  up 
“first  come,  first  served,”  and 
Mugabe  himself  has  denounced 
the  white  farmers  as  “enemies.” 

The  white  land  seizure,  virtually 
all  economists  are  predicting,  will 
wreck  what  remains  of  the  coun¬ 


try’s  agriculture.  As  Reuters  re¬ 
ported  last  week,  “Economists  pre¬ 
dict  bread  shortages  within  six 
months  ...  unless  the  government 
finds  money  to  import  an  extra 
100,000  tons  of  wheat.” 

Maybe  Mugabe  can  simply  steal 


the  money  like  he’s  now  stealing 
the  land.  Certainly  no  one  in  the 
West  would  seem  likely  to  object. 

What  the  Mugabe  regime  is  do¬ 
ing  is  probably  the  most  blatant  and 
brutal  smashing  of  “human  rights” 
in  southern  Africa  in  years,  even  in 
a  continent  notorious  for  brutality. 

Yet  not  only  does  the  New  York 
Times  virtually  ignore  the  story,  but 
hardly  any  American  newspapers 
gave  it  any  prominence,  if  they 
mentioned  it  at  all.  Nor  has  the  Zim¬ 
babwean  land  theft  entered  the  con¬ 
sciousness  of  most  American  opin¬ 
ion  commentators,  right  or  left. 

Conservatives  had  a  good  deal  to 
say  about  Rhodesia,  as  Zimbabwe 
was  known  until  1980,  back  when 
the  communists  were  backing 
Mugabe’s  terrorists  when  the  gov¬ 
ernment  was  run  by  whites.  But  in 
recent  weeks,  the  right  has  been 
virtually  silent  about  the  mass  vio¬ 
lation  of  property  rights  and  the 
looming  threat  of  government  at¬ 
tacks  on  life  and  liberty. 

Not  only  have  the  media  been  si¬ 
lent  about  Zimbabwe  but  also  the 
Clinton  administration,  the  zealous 
guardian  of  human  rights  every¬ 
where  from  Kosovo  to  East  Timor, 
has  had  hardly  a  word  to  say  about 
Mugabe’s  onslaught. 

Since  helping  Africa  -  against 
oppressive  white  regimes,  against 
AIDS,  against  poverty  -  is  always 
high  on  the  liberal  globalist  agenda, 
it’s  a  bit  peculiar  that  there’s  so 
much  silence  on  the  Mugabe  hor¬ 
rors.  But  the  reason  is  really  not  so 
hard  to  identify.  “Human  rights” 


are  fine  when  you’re  trying  to 
weaken  such  anti-communist 
leaders  as  Chile’s  General 
Augusto  Pinochet,  or  such  bas¬ 
tions  of  white  oligarchy  as  Rho¬ 
desia  and  South  Africa  in  the 
days  of  white  minority  rule. 

That,  you  see,  is  the  real  pur¬ 
pose  of  “human  rights”  -  not  the 
institutionalization  of  genuine 
and  reciprocal  respect  for  the 
rights  of  all  human  beings,  but 
rather  the  politically,  ideologically 
and  racially  selective  institution¬ 
alization  of  rights  for  some  peo¬ 
ple  but  not  others. 

It’s  therefore  likely  that  the  situ¬ 
ation  in  Zimbabwe  is  going  to  get 
a  lot  worse  before  it  gets  any  bet¬ 
ter.  So  far,  hardly  anyone  outside 
Zimbabwe  has  sent  its  leader  any 
signal  that  either  his  vicious  lan¬ 
guage  about  the  whites,  his  at¬ 
tacks  on  land  ownership  or  even 
the  fact  of  actual  murder,  and  the 
not-so-subtle  hints  of  more  mur¬ 
der  to  come  will  instigate  official 
American  objections,  or  prompt 
the  United  Nations  to  intervene. 

That  sort  of  thing  is  perfectly 
proper  for  General  Pinochet  or 
Austria’s  Jorg  Haider,  but  it  just 
doesn’t  apply  to  pioneers  of 
democratic  and  racial  progress 
like  Mugabe. 

If  the  whites  of  Zimbabwe  want 
to  survive,  they’d  better  forget 
about  relying  on  the  cant  of  “hu¬ 
man  rights”and  “racial  tolerance” 
which  their  Western  liberal  cous¬ 
ins  love  to  spout,  and  look  for 
help  somewhere  else.

THE  LIBERAL  media  has 
made  much  during  the  last 
year  or  two  of  the  tragic  split 
between  Jean-Marie  Le  Pen

Megret. 

As  Le  Monde  admitted  re¬ 
cently,  despite  the  split,  the 
broad  sweep  of  views  expressed 
by  the  French  right  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  gain  public  sup¬ 
port. 

The  left-wing  news¬ 
paper  described  the 
change  in  public  opin¬ 
ion  as  ‘spectacular’. 

One  of  the  standard 
techniques  used 
against  the  French 
patriotic  move¬ 
ment  is  the  ancient 
liberal  line  about  a 
‘threat  to  democ¬ 
racy’.  Since,  as  in 
Britain,  people  are 
reluctant  to  ex¬ 
press  their  real 
views  on  anything 
right-wing  to  pollsters, 
actual  figures  need  to  be  treated 
with  some  considerable  suspi¬ 
cion. 

What  is  significant  is  the  rise 
in  the  number  of  those  who  say 
that  the  FN  in  power  would  be 
no  threat  -  up  from  27%  to  38% 
during  the  last  year.
